Forest fires charred a total of 
only 50.1 acres in the Hiawatha 
National Forest in 1968, well 
under the five year average, ac­ 
cording to Lawrence Haack of 
Escanaba, forest

The fire season in the forest

in 
November as 
fall 
rains and early snow before 
deer hunters entered the woods 
made it nearly impossible for a 
fire to get started. 
Man Caused 
The 50.1 acres burned during 
the year were the result of 18 
small fires, 
Haack 
reported. 
This compares to a five-year 
average of 32 fires which burn 
147 acres. 
“All fire* this year were man 
caused,” Haack 
said. “Debris 
burning and railroads were the 
two main causes, accounting for 
half of the fires within the Na­ 
tional Forest protection area. 
“All other forest users com­ 
bined 
— 
smokers, 
hunters, 
campers, loggers, fishermen and 
berry pickers, etc., caused only 
nine fires. 
“Although the low number of 
fires can be credited generally 
to moist weather conditions,

Range Co., which has mined 
the minerals of Michigan’s Up­ 
per Peninsula for 70 years, now 
is turning to mine its other 
great resource—its forests. 
A $2 million wood fabricating 
complex just 
outsride 
nearby 
South Range is to be put into 
operation by Copper Range in 
the first week of January. Ex­ 
pansion already planned con­ 
templates another $250,000 in­ 
vestment in 1969. 
The plant will draw its sup­ 
plies from 185.000 Upper Penin­ 
sula acres owned by Copper 
Range, which manages its wood­ 
lands to assure a perpetual 
yield of timber. 
Ultra Modern Plant 
The development will be run 
by Copper Range’s Northern 
Hardwood division, headed by 
William P. Nicholls, a Copper 
Range vice president. The high­ 
ly automated plant will employ 
80 to 85 men initially, with an­ 
other 50 being required in the 
woods to keep raw supplies mov­ 
ing in. 
The complex 
covers 
four 
acres. One of its buildings is 500 
feet long—almost the length of 
two football fields—and Nicholls 
says the plant will be the most 
modern anywhere in the coun­ 
try. More than $30,000 of the in­ 
vestment went for equipment to 
minimize air pollution. 
The plant will specialize in 
so - called dimension lumber 
(precut parts) for the furniture 
and other woodworking indus­ 
tries. 
Product 
examples 
are 
drawer and cabinet doors, chair 
bottoms and panels cut to speci­ 
fied shapes and sizes. 
Northern Hardwood also plans 
to market so - called bolts, IOO 
inches long and seven inches in 


diameter from its stands of hard 
maple, yellow birch, ash, elm, 
oak, basswood and aspen. 
Double In 3 Years 
Nicholls sees the possibilities 
as “unlimited” and 
sees the 
company’s production jumping 
from $1.8 million the fra t year 
of operation to $4 million in the 
third year, including the sale of 
chips to the paper industry and 
veneer log®. 
Ground was broken for the 
new complex last July 18 and 
its 
conveyorized sawmill 
got 
pre-Christmas test runs. 
In addition to sawing, the com­ 
pleted mill will be able to rough 
plane, rip. edge, 
glue, trim, 
shape, resaw, mold to pattern, 
finish plane, bend, turn, sand 
and package for shipment. 


The $2 million initial invest­ 
ment in the wood fabricating 
complex raise® to almost $200 
million Copper Range’s invest­ 
ment in the Upper Peninsula, 
where it i« the area’s second 
largest employer. 
Its No. I operation here is the 
White Pine copper mine. mill

What s With The Kids? 


No topic tops the young generation in tile 
magazines these days. The articles range rather 
widely in approach, but are mostly pro-youth. t 
Tile changes that we are witnessing in the 
young generation are a mixed bag. There's re­ 
action to racism in some of i t Some is a campus 
eruption. But even where there are no blacks 
or campuses, things are different. 
Richard Poirier, English professor at Rut 
gel's, says in Atlantic Monthly “What is b a t t l ­ 
ing to the youth of the world deserves the freest 
imagination, the freest attention that the older 
people are capable of giving. It requires an enor­ 
mously strenuous, and for most People, prob­ 
ably impossible intellectual effort.” 
★

* 
Student activists on American campuses, 
Writes Martin Duberman, Princeton historv 
teacher, in the same journal, are only a small 
minority of students, but a growing one. At 
Berkeley, where they caused so much trouble, 
their number was 15 per cent. 
Activists score consistently higher on a 
wi de variety of personality tests, including 
theoretical skills and social maturity. They are 
better students, with significantly better grade 
point averages than the non-activists, 
Stanford’s Nevitt Sanford after a study of 
the subject believes that changes in family life 
and chid training since t h e 1930s prompted 
student activism (participation in peace march­ 
es. draft opposition, racism protests, etc.) But 
he feels that it is primarily a response to social 
conditions both in the university and in the 
world.

Students better know what goes on in college 
classrooms than do their parents and they think 
much of it is for the birds; that colleges are very 
backward compared with industry or the Army, 
in terms of their own relationships with them. 
Until recently they hadn’t questioned the old 
assumption that the teacher knows truth, and his 
job is to transmit knowledge and it’s the stu­ 
dents’ job to memorize it. 
Any challenge to this assumption raices fac­ 
ulty and administration eyebrows. Even after 
the roughhouse at Columbia Jacques Barzun in­ 
sisted that prexy Grayson Kirk “has always 
shown himself ready and eager for progressive 
changes.” Duberman’s answer: “Nothing in his 
attitude toward students would place him bevond 
1915.”

John D. Rockefeller 3rd spoke in praise of 
young revolutionaries at the Family of Man 
Awards dinner this fall. We could expect from 
him a rationalizing of change without despair 
or “Ail is lost” and we get i t 
Asking how* we explain the phenomenon, he 
said there are many theories and no entirely 
satisfactory answers. The young people, born 
after the Depression and under a nuclear shadow, 
feel time is running out on the great problems 
of war, racial injustice and poverty. They dis­ 
like the impersonal quality of large organizations 
and rapid technological charge. 
Because of the mass media and our free­ 
doms the young learn faster and mature earlier 
and they become painfully aware of the differ­ 
ences between what older people aay and w hat 
they doh 
♦

When Rockefeller started his inquiry into 
youth, he says, he was biased. It’s probably true 
that most of us are. But at the same time he was 
disturbed like most of us by the far left ex­ 
tremists who say that our present society must 
be destroyed. They must be helped, he says. 
“There’s much to irritate and disturb the 
sider generation,” said Rockefeller “but we have 
let ourselves be distracted “til we miss the central 
point of today’s youthful protest. There is tre­ 
mendous vitality here, and there is also great 
potential for good if we can only understand 
and respond positively. 
“For the most part young people attempt 
bo work within normal channels to present their 
grievances and establish a conversation with the 
older community. They tried to w’ork through 
the political system (for McCarthy). They have 
made the Peace Corps, VISTA and the Teacher’s 
Corps more than slogans. Law’ students today 
are concerned less with trusts and estates and 
corporate law and more about how’ just the laws 
are, how’ poor people and black people can get a 
better break before the law.

“The protesters are fired by their sense of 
moral righteousness. They feel it necessary to 
be loud and demonstrative to get results. This 
behavior strikes fear for the stability of Ameri­ 
can Society. The nature of our response is crucial, 
for it has everything to do with whether there 
will continue to be violence and whether violence 
will pay. Social protest has an honorable history 
and a rightful place in any enlightened society. 
It was social protest that brought this nation 
into being,” said Rockefeller as quoted by Satur­ 
day Review. 
“At the same time we must recognize that 
respect for law and maintenance of order are 
essential for protection of everyone in our so­ 
ciety. But the concept of law and order is mean­ 
ingless without justice. We must be ready to 
re-examine our assumptions and our laws. If 
we think the only answer is to suppress dissent 
— then the responsibility for violence hangs as 
heavily on us as it does r>;j those who protest.”

An era of iron ore shipping 
ipanning more than IOO years 
ended in Escanaba this morn­ 
ing when Inland Steel’s W il­ 
fred Sykes cleared the Chi­ 
cago St North Western Rail­ 
way ore dock with 18,120 tons 
of pelletized ore for Indiana 
Harbor. 
The Sykes, one of the most 
modern ore carriers on the 
Great Lakes, was the last ves- 


| sel ever to load at Escanaba’s 
present high-level pocket-type 
dock. 
Next shipment of ore to move 
out of Escanaba next spring 
, will be over the new low-level, 
conveyor-type dock which is 
' under construction in the rail­ 
road's $16 million ore terminal 
development. 
Had “ Good’’ Year 
Paul Schilling, C&NW dock 
agent, said the railroad loaded 


a total of 6,222,175 tons out of 
Escanaba this year, a drop of 
some 343,000 
tons from last 
year’s record of 6,566,689 tons. 
Railroad officials, 
however, 
were pleased with the total. 
“We feel we had a real good 
year, 
considering the 
handi­ 
caps 
we’ve 
worked 
under,” 
Schilling said.

Since 1964, more than 360,- 
000,000 tons of ore originating 
on the Menominee, Marquette 
and Gogebic ranges have mov­ 
ed over Escanaba docks. 
Had Same Design 
Through the years, all ore 
docks at Escanaba have been 
basically the same in operation 
and design. Loaded cars of ore 
moved over the 
top of the 
dock, their contents dropping 
into storage pockets. When a 
vessel was ready for loading, 
the ship moved up to the dock 
and chutes connected to the 
pockets were lowered to the 
holds of the vessel. 
With the opening of pocket 
docks, the ore would fall by 
gravity through the chutes into 
the vessel. 
The present dock — Dock 
No. 6 — was built in 1903. The 
dock’s length before removal of 
500 feet this 
fall was 
1.920 
feet. It is 70 feet high and had 
80.000 ton storage in 320 poc­ 
kets.

“The majority of this com­ 
mittee has (used) 
legislative 
powers to serve the interests of 
the parochial 
school 
lobby,” 
charged Citizens to Advance 
Public 
Education 
(CAPE), 
which says it includes some 
1,200 members across the state. 
The 
legislative 
committee, 
beaded by Sen. Anthony Stamm, 
R-Kalamazoo, began it* study 
of aid to private and parochial 
schools earlier this year after 
the controversial issue failed to 
reach 
the 
House 
or Senate 
floor. 
Legislators last week named 
a nine-member citizens advisory 
committee to help develop ideas 
for nonpublic school aid. 
Suspect Ties 
CAPE charged that the citizen 
committee wa* “noteworthy for 
its distinguifhed majority of 
parochial adherence,” 
Mrs. Harriett Phillips of Hunt­ 
ington Woods, a CAPE spokes­ 
man, said several members of 
the 
citizens 
committee 
had 
direct connections with organi- 
aations that have endorsed the 


principles of state aid to non­ 
public schools. 
“CAPE cannot help but con­ 
demn such flagrant display of 
prejudice,” 
the 
organization 
said. “We wonder what catas- 
trophy in our public schools has 
to occur before our elected 
representatives are as amused 
to set as they apparently are 
on 
behalf 
of the parochial 
schools.” 
CAPE said it “cannot allow 
the majority of Michigan school 
children to suffer as a result of 
such bigotry,” and added it 
would organize groups through­ 
out the stale to fight aid to non- 
public schools. 
Fought Legislation 
CAPE last year joined such 
organizations as the Michigan 
Congress of Parents and Teach­ 
ers and numerous public school 
associations who fought legisla­ 
tion that would have authorized 
state grants of up to $150 to 
parents for each child in non­ 
public schools. 
The Michigan Association of 
School Boards hit at' religious 
aspects of the propoaal, citing 
a U. S. Supreme Court ruling 
against 
p r a y e r 
in 
public 
schools.” 
“How can yoy justify a public 
school on one side of the street 
that cannot have prayer and get 
public money and a parochial 
school on the other side of the 


street that can have prayer and 
still get public money?” asked 
an organization spokesman. 
Forced To Transfer 
On the other side of what 
turned into one of the most 
hotly contested issues brought 
before the legislature was the 
powerful Citizens for Education­ 
al Freedom (CEF), made up of 
some 20,000 families and several 
religious groups. 
Proponents of the bill* con- 
ended that an increasing num­ 
ber of non public school pupils 
are forced, either by parents’ or 
schools* financial problems, to 
transfer to public schools. 
They said passage of the non­ 
public schoofl aid bill would help 
cut this number and therefore 
save money for Michigan tax­ 
payers 
The 333,000 Michigan young­ 
sters 
enrolled
